Despite the 15 per cent gain in popu- 
lation made in Essex county in the 
past ten years the figures so far given 
out by Chief Charles F. Pidgin of the 
state census bureau indicate that the) 
county will lose some of delegation in 
both branches of the state legislature. 
These figures given out by Chief Pidgin | 
are of the total population and those 
of legal voters on which the districts 
are really made up will not be ready 
until about the first of December. | 
As the proportion between the num- |

ber of legal voters and the total popu- 
lation is relatively the same througn- 
cut the state one can get a clear idea 
of how the apportionment can be made) 
by the next legislature which is really 
to do the work. 

The total population of the state as 
useertained by Chief Pidgin is 2,998,958 
and as there are to be 40 senatorial dis- 
tricts it follows that on the basis of! 
averages a district should be made up! 
as near as possible with dividing town! 
and ward lines of 74,974 people.

How these districts are to be made 
up after their number is fixed is a 
matter that one cannot tell. This duty 
the legislature turns over to the county 
commissioners Who will give h®arings 
next summer and decide in time for the 
fall elections. 


As a whole the voters all through the 
county would do well to re-elect men 
who have served before in the legisla- 
ture. They are acquainted with other 
members. They stand a better chance 
of getting appointed on the redistrict- 
ing committee and whether on it or not 
can do better work for the county 
than men who will have to start in and 
learn the ropes and who will be taken 
advantage of by men from other parts 
of the state who are better posted.

Reduc- 
ing this proposition to figures it means 
that Essex has five and a half districts 
now. 

While the “remaining” figures of: 
6.046 do not leave much of a basis for 
a claim of retaining the present Essex- 
Middlesex district it is doubtful if the 
Middlesex members would agree to 
such a matter. That county has gained 
in population proportionately faster 
than Essex. It now totals up to 607,938 
which would give it eight senatorial 
districts where it now has seven and @ 
half. Even then it has population ‘re- 
maining” numbering 8,146 so that it is 
not likely to give much heed to the re- 
quest of Essex slate makers. 

How these five districts are to be 
made up in Esesx county 1s a matter 
all in the air. The law provides that 
it shall be done as equally as possible 
without dividing towns or wards of 
cities. Lynn with 77,025 has a little 
more than population enough to make @ 
district herself, while Lawrence with 
69,939 can almost do it. The chances 
are however that some such system 
as now of putting Newburyport and 
Gloucester in one district and having 
the others centre around the other cit- 
ies will be continued.

The Peace of Portsmouth. 

A complete accord on all the ques- 
tions at issue between the peace en- 
voys of Russia and Japan was an- 
nounced at the Portsmouth (N. H.) 
conference Aug. 29, Japan having 
finally waived the claim for $600,000,- 
000 indemnity and offered to let Rus- 
sia have the northern half of the i» 
land of Sakhalin, now held by the Jap- 
anese forces. Japan had previously 
yielded her demands for the interned 
Russian ships and the limitation of 
Russia’s naval power in the east. On 
the other eight demands agreement had 
been previously recorded—namely, Jap- 
anese preponderance in Korea, Rus- 
sian and Japanese military evacuation

of Manchuria, transfer to Japan..of 
Russian Jeasehold in Liautong penin- 
sula, Port Arthur and Dalny; integ- 
rity of China recognized by both pow- 
ers, transfer of all public and military 


stores and property in Port Arthur 
and Dalny, to confirm Japan's mili- 
tary foothold, transfer to Japan of the 
railroad between Port Arthur and Har- 
bin, Russia’s retention of the main 
Manchurian line, and Japan to have 
fishing rights on the Siberian coast. 
The cost of caring for prisoners will 
be paid by each side proportionately. 
All the church and fire bells of Ports- 
mouth were rung and the steam whis- 
tles were tooted when the first official 
word of the peace agreement was re- 
ceived. Russia’s envoys and 
sympathizers were jubilant over what 
they regarded as Japan’s backdown. 
M. Witte and his colleague, 
Rosen, felt that they had won a diplo- 
matic triumph by obtaining peace 
without one cent of tribute—“pas un 
sou,” as the big Russian envoy put it 
in expressive French to the newspaper 
correspondents when he returned to 
the hotel. Japan’s envoys, Komura 
and Takahira, were correspondingly 
depressed, refusing absolutely to be 
interviewed, the only official statement 


made orally for Japan coming from‘ 


Mr. Sato. 

Throughout the world the main 
credit for the successful outcome of 
the Portsmouth conference is given to 
President Rqosevelt, who, by virtue of 
his official station and personal force 
of character, held the envoys together 
pending appeals made direct to their 
respective rulers. It is well known 
that neither Baron Komura nor Mr. 
Takahira were willing to yield the de- 
mand for indemnity, but another Jap- 
anese representative, Baron Kaneko, 
the confidential agent of the mikada, 
was in constant touch with the prest- 
dent, and through Kaneko and the 
elder statesmen at Tokyo the emperor 
of Japan was brought to see the wis- 
dom of placing honor and humanity 
above a mere question of money. Aft- 
er all, Japan has got what she went to 
war for—namely, the foothold in Asia 
which assures her national existence, 
while her position among the family of 
nations is secure. 

Steps were taken at once for the 
cessation of hostilities and the draw- 
ing up of a formal treaty, which, it 
Was expected, would be signed at 
Washington. The peace terms are ex- 
tremely unpopular in Japan. 

The war thus brought to a close be- 
gan Feb. 4, 1904, with Japan’s naval 
attack on the Russian fleet at Port 
Arthur. It has therefore lasted 527 
days, at an estimated cost of nearly 
$2,000,000,000 to Russia and $1,500,- 
000,000. to Japan. There were 420,000 
Russian casualties in battle and 170,-

Out On Strike. 


Five employees of the street depart- 
ment went out on strike Tuesday morn- 
ing aud have not gone back to work 
since. The men struck for more pay 
which Supt. of Streets Lovejoy refused 
to grant as he has no authority to do 
otherwise. ‘The men have received $1.75 
a day and they want $2.00, They claim 
that the work they do is worth the extra 
quarter, and besides contend that em- 
ployees in other departments of town 
work receive $2 00 per day. 

‘They appeared before officials of the 
town in a very indignant mood on ‘T'ues- 
day afternoon and demanded the increase 
at once, and saia that the town would 
have to pay them $2.00 a day for every 
day that they were on strike. They were 
informed that not only could they be re- 
fused the increase, but that they would 
be unable to collect. for the days that 
they were on strike. 

Superintendent Lovejoy says that he 
has no authority to increase the wages 
of the men and that the matter would 
have to come before a town meeting. 
He has had no difticulty in filling the 
places of the strikers and says that many 
men can be found to do the work. 

The ‘ocal strikers were snecessful in 
winning the employees at Ballardvale 
over and the forces are now joined.

The informa- 
tion already obtained by the experts 
shows Missouri to be the greatest 
freg produce. in the United States. 

The experts will confine their labors 
mainly to the swamp lands of Arkan- 
sas and Missouri, which are reported 
to be the finest frog growing areas om: 
the continent.
